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Object Lesson 


HETHER it be because of the salubrious cli- 

mate of southern California’s sea coast or 
because of the salubrious influence of a chance 
to win $100,000, the “cripples” training for the 
Santa Anita Handicap are getting on beautifully. 
Cavalcade has been a mile in 1:3625. Ladysman 
is coming up to fast works in good condition. 
Head Play came out of his race last week in 
good condition, though he failed to show enough 
speed to indicate that he is “in form.” *Azucar 
has suddenly returned to life with a flash of the 
class which enabled him to win the first running 
of what is now the world’s richest race. 

The same phenomenon happened last winter, 
except that it was more phenomenal. So thor- 
ough was the general recrudescence of has-beens 
prior to the first Santa Anita Handicap that six 
$100,000 winners, all but one of them “cripples” 
and all of them attempting a “‘come-back,’’ were 
included among the starters. (Three additional 
members of the field of 20, *Azucar, Top Row, 
and Head Play, have now reached the $100,000 
list, and still another, Time Supply, is very close 
to it; it is improbable that any other single field 
of horses ever included so much talent, as 
measured by money-winning ability.) 

Thus the influence of the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap has been toward keeping the best of the 
elder horses in sound training as long as pos- 
sible. As such it has been a most beneficent in- 
fluence. 

The current prosperity of Santa Anita Park 
lends a prospect of permanence to the big race 
which climaxes its mid-winter meeting. Now 
comes Joseph E. Widener announcing for Hialeah 
Park a $50,000 added Widener Challenge Cup to 
be run next winter, obviously an effort to retain 
for Florida racing some of the talent which 
might otherwise spend the winter in California. 
Thus arises an unprecedented situation: Two 
first-class winter tracks offering extremely high 
stakes to attract the best horses of the handi- 
cap division. 

It is the first time in years that so strong an 
influence has developed for stamina and sound- 
ness and against extreme precocity. It is the 


first time in years that the owner of an excep- 
tional 2-year-old has had so much cause to let 
the horse develop without overtaxing his energies 
in the pursuit of a fabulously valuable futurity. 

As long as we breed fast horses we must breed 
a fairly large proportion of unsound horses. The 
best preventive for unsoundness is to delay 
hard training and racing until the horse has 
attained sufficient maturity to withstand the 
shock of such training and racing. The best 
method of persuading the owner to wait for the 
horse to mature is to give him assurance that 
@ sound racer in the upper age division will have 
plenty of opportunity for earnings commensur- 
ate with his class. 

The success of the Santa Anita Handicap is 
ample proof that a race of its type is more 
likely to be financially profitable to a track than 
is a 2-year-old race with a similar amount of 
money added. A 2-year-old simply cannot have 
made so great a reputation as horses of the 
type of Discovery, Cavalcade, Top Row, Time 
Supply, *Azucar, Ladysman, etc. The Los An- 
geles Jockey Club, in seeking big “names” for 
its leading attraction, has taken a leaf from the 
book of a public-wise Hollywood. 

There is still another very pertinent reason for 
keeping older horses in training, namely, the 
fact that racing in the last few years has ex- 
panded so fast that breeding cannot keep pace 
with it. It is to the interest of the tracks that 
they make the average horse last longer for 
racing purposes. The present method of making 
them last is to patch the cripples. It would be 
better to avoid making cripples. 

Any way it is added up, the answer is the 
same. More good races for older horses and a 
smaller proportion of big races for 2-year-olds 
mean benefits for tracks, owners, breeders, the

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


ANUARY 16. Arriving home this evening, I 

stopped off at the upper farm to have a look 
at the barren mare which was subjected to the 
injections of cultures last Monday. There seemed 
to be a definite reaction in one foot, though it is 
too early yet to tell just what sort of infection is 
there, whether it is from the bugs or the in- 
cision. We shall know something in a day or 
two now. 


JANUARY 17. A fine day, with the raw feel of 
snow in the air. Today I have carefully inspected 
all the animals in the stud, appraising them in 
comparison with the hundreds seen in recent 
days. .I have reached the conclusion that they 
compare favorably with those inspected else- 
where. The yearlings seem to have grown fast. 
It is always so when one is used to seeing them 
daily and then does not see them for some days. 
The in-foal mares are, becoming very sedate as 
foaling time approaches. It looks as though 
there will be a foal in a couple of weeks. The 
barren mares are wintering well. They are 
rough and rugged and in fair flesh, with enough 
covering on their ribs, but not much fat. The 
stallions have been shod all round for their road 
work, which commences in a couple of days. The 
mares which will foal first are now getting oats 
and bran entirely, instead of corn. 


JANUARY 18. After we had everything turned 
out this morning a heavy rain commenced and 
all hands got a ducking getting the horses in 
again. We do not like our mares heavy in foal 
to stand out in the winter rains, particularly if 
the rains are cold ones. I went up to the train- 
ing quarters to watch the 2-year-olds getting 
their exercise. It is lengthened out a trifle now 
to eight turns of the shed at a good swinging 
trot. The youngsters seem to be getting legged 
up all right and are shaping up as we should 
wish them io. 


JANUARY 19. This morning it was raining 
heavily from the nor’east, indicating we are in 
for a good one. The thermometer was at 32 
degrees all day, so that the rain froze as it 
landed. The trees and everything were beauti- 
ful, but the roads were terrible. I have just 
come in from my evening inspection of the mares. 
They were standing quietly in their stalls, some 
chewing hay, but the majority merely loafing, 
and it was quite a scene within doors. The 
yearlings were moving about a good deal, re- 
senting their enforced captivity. The rain is 
turning to snow and the radio tells us that we 
are in for a deep one. The mare whose foot was 
injected with the bugs is very sore on it, and 
there is an unpleasant-smelling discharge from 
it. At the barren mare shed all of the bunch is 
inside for once. I watched them fed and saw 
them all plod through the rain to the artesian 
well with its ground-level trough where they get 
their water. These wells are invaluable where 
there is no natural flow of water. 


JANUARY 20. It was a lovely morning, with 
the sun refiected from millions of icicles on trees, 
grass, fences, everything. We had to hold up 
on turning out until almost noon on account of 
the icy condition of the yards, but the ice soon

softened on top. The mare whose foal is first 
expected has been put at the end of the row of 
foaling stalls and the other mares have been 
put in according to their due dates, not that 
they are at all likely to pay close attention to 
their dates. I have always considered foaling 
dates as merely a guide to probabilities, although 
some people get unduly alarmed if a mare does 
not foal by. the clock and calendar. A good motto 
was taught me years ago by an old negro stud 
groom: ‘When peaches are ripe, they'll fall.” 


JANUARY 21. The doctors were at the upper 
farm today and took swabs from the injected 
mare’s foot. Infection of some sort is develop- 
ing and they are anxious to find what they can 
get from her foot. There was plenty of action 
going on when I stopped by the training depart- 
ment, with the 2-year-olds getting a few turns 
of the shed at a good rousing gallop. They love 
this, and it is a welcome change from the steady 
jogging. I watched a big Hi-Jack colt go buck- 
ing down one side like a broncho, but the boy 
stayed with him. Our trainer insists that the 
lads use a good long stirrup, for he rightly in- 
sists that with their knees under their chins too 
many boys get thrown and hurt in shed work. 


JANUARY 22. A grand day, with everything 
out enjoying it. Plenty of fresh air and sun- 
shine, the great germicide, is invaluable this 
time of the year. The mare due tomorrow is 


getting very sluggish but will be a few days yet. 
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SIDELIGHTS - 


Form Horse 


GOOD deal has been in the news, during 

the last year, about the failure of the 
favorites at this or that track, with the implica- 
tion that something ought to be done about it. 
One of the things that ought to be done about 
it is to consider, not why some of the favorites 
were losers, but why some of the losers were 
favorites. 

In the last few years racing has spread into 
many territories not previously acquainted with 
it. All of the new tracks operated under the 
pari-mutuel system, where, say its advocates, the 
public makes its own odds. Now you may notice 
that in New York, where the bookmakers make 
at least the opening odds, something better than 
40 per cent of the favorites won, with one track 
showing as high as 52 per cent of winning 
favorites. Other tracks were fortunate to aver- 
age over 30 per cent. In other words, it seems, 
the bookmakers are considerably smarter than 
the public. 

None of which is news, for a consideration of 
the average racing crowd, at the newer tracks, 
would lead anyone to the same conclusion. One 
of the last things the “expert” learns is the 
importance of weights, and the effect of weight 
at varying distances, and with the exception of 
the “regulars,’”’ most of the average race crowd 
has little conception of this. And the very last 
thing anyone learns, is that indefinable quality 
which is called class. Hence the average race- 
goer, in such a gathering, follows the selections 
of a handicapper, who differs with other handi- 
cappers, and who made his selections on the 
previous night without knowledge of post posi- 
tion, jockey, overweight, track conditions, and 


so on. Or else he does his own handicapping, 
which is more interesting, but hardly more 
exact. Add to this that most of the crowd, if 


it based its selections on the post parade, would 
invariably back the fattest horse in it, especially 
if he had a high head and the general action of 
a show horse, and some of the failure of favorites 
becomes explicable. 

Unformful racing should be, and on occasion is, 
watched very carefully, but if you will while 
away a few winter nights, while the mercury is 
prowling about somewhere below respectability, 
by checking “form horses” against favorites, you 
can hardly escape the conclusion that the two 
aren’t always the same. Majority rule is a fine 
thing in its place, but it’s a little too much to 
expect a horse to win for no better reason than 
that most of the patrons have bet on him. Horses 
do get elected, now and then, but that’s not the 
way it’s done.

Belittlin’ 


VEN before the meeting of the National 

Association of State Racing Commissioners 
in Miami, there were a few jibes at the expense 
of the association, largely on the ground that 
some of the delegates went to Florida for re- 
laxation rather than rule-making. Few racing 
papers carried anything like adequate accounts 
of the business meetings, and the current edition 
of the New York Press carries a story which 
flays, in the very bitterest terms, the meeting 
of the association, and any possible other meet- 
ings. No accredited report from the Miami 
gathering contains adequate reason for such an 
attack.

To anyone who thinks rather than is thought 
for, it is obvious that the N. A. S. R. C., at its 
Miami meeting, was doing its honest best for the 
good of racing. It is not, and has not claimed to 
be, a cure-all for every racing evil. Its recom- 
mendations were, for the most part, sane and 
practical, and it proceeded with un-amateurish 
caution, in deferring action on the more vexed 
questions until enough material can be accumu- 
lated to make such action feasible. The author- 
ity of the association is limited, both because 
adoption of recommendations depends on volun- 
tary recognition of the national organization by 
individual commissions, and because a few of the 
commissions are ruled, rather than ruling, bodies, 
in their own states. Some of the commissions, too, 
have the usual ugly political entanglements to 
prevent much serious accomplishment. Still, even 
after all these things are recognized, the fact re- 
mains that the recent mushroom spread of rac- 
ing makes some uniform central authority prac- 
tically a necessity, and that the N. A. S. R. C. is 
proceeding, if not always happily, in a generally 
right direction. 


So one wonders, a little, why such an organ- 
ization should call down opprobrium, when the 
worst it merits is disagreement. And one arrives, 
finally, at that grand old journalistic principle of 
doing one’s duty by one’s advertisers. In what- 
ever publication the N. A. S. R. C. is vilified 
most severely, you will discover advertisements 
to the effect that you can purchase one “release,” 
straight from the feed-box, for from $1 to $5 daily. 
And you will remember that this year, for the 
first time, the national association took up the 
question of what was to be done with the illegal 
handbook. In other words, it showed the first 
signs of organized opposition to news service, tip- 
sters, and the like. And anyone who knows the 
quarter-pole from an odds-board (especially an 
odds-board which changes when the lead changes 
in the stretch) knows how many racing pub‘ica- 
tions are controlled by such interests. 

This isn’t to say that everyone who doesn’t 
agree with the N. A. S. R. C. is a so-and-so. If 
the organization doesn’t make mistakes, then it 
is unlike any organization ever previously formed. 
If it doesn’t make itself look foolish from time 
to time, it is extraordinarily lucky. And if you 
can call any convention together without having 
some pretty poor specimens in the bunch, you cer- 
tainly belong to some mighty fine groups. It is 
to say, however, that attack on the N. A. S. R. C., 
if it is honest, will come in the open, under its 
proper guise, and that it will be disagreement, 
however bitter, rather than ridicule. 


AQUEDUCT’S DISTANCES 

In preparation for the coming spring meeting, 
President John E. Cowdin, of the Queens County 
Jockey Club (Aqueduct), took exhaustive 
measurements of the racing strip, found that 
actual distances of Aqueduct’s races are from 
six inches to nearly four feet longer than pro- 
grammed distances. The five-furlong chute is 
most accurate, being but 7-10 of a foot longer 
than five furlongs. The 1 5-16 mile distance is 
actually 3.8 feet longer than the exact distance, 
and is the most considerable error. The survey 
found also that the five-eighth mile chute is 
almost six feet higher at the start than at the 
finish, making the juveniles run slightly down hill. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, January 17 


HE major event of the week in the Turf 

world was the arrival of Omaha on Wednes- 
day, January 15. William Woodward’s champion 
was landed from the Aquitania during the after- 
noon, spent the night at the Littleton Stud, Win- 
chester, by courtesy of Lord Astor’s racing man- 
ager, Gerald Deane, and is now safely housed 
at Capt.Cecil Boyd-Rochfort’s Newmarket stables. 
The colt landed in extremely good trim, and no 
doubt his owner was wise in revising his original 
intention of shipping him on one of the slower 
boats. The Irish grooms who accompanied the 
horse, had an anxious moment when Omaha 
slipped his headgear after making the precipitous 
descent along the gangway from the liner, and 
for half a minute $100,000 worth of bloodstock 
was stepping it out among the rails and lumber 
of Southampton Docks. He appeared to realize 
that he was asking for trouble, pulled up and 
allowed one of the grooms to lead him into the 
waiting motor box. Happily he was unscathed, 
and a note that I received from Newmarket this 
morning states that the colt has settled down 
well in his new quarters and is cleaning up his 
manger in approved style. 


No serious work will be attempted with 
Omaha until Captain Boyd-Rochfort returns 
from the States next month. I sincerely hope 
that the colt will thrive, and that there will be 
no recurrence of the trouble which caused him 
to be laid up last fall, and that he will go to 
Ascot fit to do himself justice. 

It is 54 years since an American-bred and 
American-owned horse won the Ascot Gold Cup 
—James R. Keene’s Foxhall in 1882. He must 
have been a phenomenal colt, for the year before 
he had won the Grand Prix de Paris, the Cesare- 
witch, and then the Cambridgeshire with a 14- 
pound penalty which brought his weight to 126 
pounds. Foxhall lives in memory as the only 3- 
* year-old ever to win the Cambridgeshire with 
so great a weight, though actually the perform- 
ance was not so good as that of the French filly, 
Plaisanterie, of the same age, which won with 
124 pounds four years later. She also was put- 
ting up a stone penalty for having won the 
Cesarewitch. 

If Omaha follows in the footsteps of Foxhall 
at Ascot Mr. Woodward will be well entitled to 
have another tilt at our General Stud Book regu- 
lations. 


Golden Miller 


E had our leng awaited view of Hon. Miss 

Dorothy Paget’s Golden Miller over fences 
at Newbury on December 30-—his first ‘chase 
since those staggering lapses in the Grand Na- 
tional and Champion ’Chase at Liverpool last 
March. The event chosen for his “come-back”’ 
was the Andover Handicap ’Chase of the modest 
value of 122 sovereigns, run over two miles and 
about 50 yards. Golden Miller was burdened 
with 178 pounds and was giving lumps of weight 
to his nine opponents, the pick of which were J. 
B. Snow's Molyneux ’Chase winner Delapaix, 
Captain Brownhill’s good jumper Drintyre, and 
James V. Rank’s Bachelor Prince. It was a vile 
day, pouring with rain, and the going was fetlock 
deep. But the lure of The Miller was responsible 
for a bumper attendance, and everyone voted it 
worth while putting up with the discomforts

when the champion gave a most brilliant display 
to win in the readiest fashion by three lengths 
from Borris Band (receiving 43 pounds), with 
Delapaix (receiving 14 pounds) a further three 
lengths away third. 

The race answered all our questions. Golden 
Miller has lost none of his confidence and 
courage; his fencing is as sure as ever, and the 
pace he showed over the last two obstacles was 
simply amazing. The opposition looked like 
veritable hacks, even though they were un- 
questionably fitter than Miss Paget’s horse. 

The performance reflects the greatest possible 
credit on Owen Anthony. He accepted the re- 
sponsibility of training Golden Miller, well know- 
ing that he could not make a greater ‘chaser of 
him than Basil Briscoe had achieved, and there 
was the great risk that the horse might never 
recover from those nerve-shattering Aintree 
blunders. The Wantage trainer, by careful and 
patient methods, has got The Miller back into 
his best form, and the merit of this Newbury 
victory cannot be over-emphasized. 

There is always a great deal of nonsense writ- 
ten about the “right type for the Aintree Grand 
National.” This is how many people describe 
mere plodders which are guaranteed to get round 
—in time. Because this idea has been widespread, 
many horses have been sent from overseas whose 
sole qualifications have been jumping ability and 
stamina of the one-pace order. Fifty years ago, 
they might have challenged with success, but 
the Grand National has been speeded up and the 
last three contests have each been run in a frac- 
tion over 9:20 for the four miles 856 yards. Com- 
pare this with the 10:35 of Glenside in 1911, or 
the 10:13 secs of that grand ’chaser Jerry M, a 
year iater. 

I will have none of your “typical Aintree 
horses”” on my side for a Grand National. That 
touch of pace which turns the scales in favor 
of the class horse at the end of a Cesarewitch 
journey is also desirable in a National candidate. 
Your plodder prevails on occasions, but a backer 
cannot speculate on the likelihood of his fancy 
having the luck of Tipperary Tim. Easter Hero, 
the boldest and most spectacular fencer of my 
time, was condemned by sticklers for the “Ain- 
tree type,’ but the slashing chestnut was desper- 
ately unlucky not to win more than one National. 
He was brilliant over any country, and the same 
can be said for Golden Miller, his successor in 
the affections of the ’chasing public. 


Leading Candidates 


HE entry of 54 for the Grand National is the 

smallest since 1919, but practically every 
‘chaser of note is among the nominations. The 
numerical decline has revived the cry for abol- 
ishing the conditional qualifications of entry, but 
those who are most keen on this reform appear 
to have overlooked the fact that three of the 
most promising young ‘chasers of the time— 
Royal Mail, Delapaix and Morse Code—have not 
been nominated, despite the fact that they are 
qualified. The National test is essentially one for 
mature horses, and the owners of these 7-year- 
olds have decided te give their geldings another 
12 months in which to ripen. The main reason, 
however, for the decline in the number of entries 
is the fact that half a dozen horses appear to 
dominate the situation, and wise owners do not 
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squander entrance money when the odds against 
successes are in the 1,000-to-1 region. Within 
a range of two stone, it will be impossible for 
the handicapper to weight half the present entry 
with a fair chance against Golden Miller and 
teynoldstown. A score or more will be lumped 
together on the 10 sterling 7 pound mark.

26 after examination showed a broken bone in 
his left front foot. 

Brookmeade Stable, which could win but one 
race at Santa Anita last winter, has to date won 
one race this year at the California track, this 
being Black Gift’s victory last week. 

Purses at Suffolk Downs this summer will 
exceed $500,000, General Manager Allan J. Wilson 
said January 20. Stakes of 1935 will be renewed, 
and several new stakes will be added. 

Walter E. O’Hara has announced that equip- 
ment for photographing the finishes of races, 
such as that now in use at Santa Anita Park, 
will be installed at Narragansett Park for the 
coming season. 

Hollyrood, a leading candidate for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, and nine 2-year-olds were among 
the 14 horses taken up for training at Hal Price 
Headley’s private track at Beaumont Farm, Lex- 
ington, a few days ago. 

H. C. Hatch, Canadian sportsman, ordered his 
horses withdrawn at Hialeah Park January 21, 
in deference to the late George V,,and announced 
that none of his horses would start until the 
burial of the English king. 

Charles Sanborn, youthful Lexington trainer 
and owner, has purchased the 2-year-old gelding 
Fort Estill, by Kai-Sang—-Spansie, by *Spanish 
Prince II, from William Scott Ward, and has the 
gelding in training along with Granbury at the 
trotting track, Lexington. 

Harry S. Hart, trainer for the Le Mar Stock 
Farm, now on vacation in California, has taken 
a 80-day option on the Brewn Shasta Stock 
Farm, in Northern California. The farm, con- 
taining 1,577 acres is equipped with paddocks, 
barns, and training tracks. 

Auction of the Agua Caliente track was can- 
celed January 27, after the manager of the plant 
agreed to a settlement of labor claims against 
the track, paying the first installment of $25,000 
January 28, agreeing to pay the balance, of more 
than $100,000, within eight days.

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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA 


ERHAPS as a complement to their willing- 

ness to offer rich purses and good racing in 
California, the Los Angeles Turf Club and the 
California Horse Racing Board have shown an 
equal willingness to make enemies for them- 
selves. During the 1935 meeting, both organiza- 
tions were attacked with considerable vigor by 
partisans of Agua Caliente, by would-be opera- 
tors who wanted to build more tracks than, in 
the judgment of the board, California could long 
support, and also by those used to a free gate 
and sometimes dubious racing. This year a very 
rigid policy of preventing the release, to news 
agencies supplying bookmakers with informa- 
tion, of scratches, odds changes, results, and the 
like, has brought considerable vituperation from 
publications closely linked with such services. 
The policy, officials admit, is not succeeding per- 
fectly, and information is leaking through, but 
an investigation is now in progress to amend 
the situation. That news agencies are having 
some difficulty is evidenced by the bitterness of 
some of the attacks. Horsemen in California, 
however, who have written THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
unite in praising the management of the track 
and the quality of the racing. 

Whatever the feeling in other quarters, the 
Santa Anita meeting has been receiving almost 
preposterous support from the Los Angeles sec- 
tion, with betting totals more than twice as 
great as in 1935. A comparison of the two meet- 
ings:

Operators expect a crowd of more than usual 
proportions on February 1, when the San Carlos 
Handicap will be run. A number of the more 
prominent Santa Anita Handicap candidates may 
start in this event, and there is some chance that 
both Cavalcade and Discovery may be included 
in the field. The feature of last Saturday, Janu- 
ary 25, a six-furlong dash, went to Mrs. F. A. 
- Carreaud’s Time Supply, which opened his Cali- 
fornia invasion with a capable effort. Trainer 
Rolls now faces the job of bringing the horse up 
from his six-furlong effort to the mile and a 
quarter of the rich handicap. 


TIME SUPPLY’S GOOD SPRINT 

For the second successive week at Santa Anita, 
one of the more lightly considered candidates 
for the Santa Anita Handicap was an impressive 
winner of the Saturday stakes feature. On Janu- 
ary 18 *Azucar was an upset winner of the San 
Felipe Handicap, and on January 25, in the San 
Vincente Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs), Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Time 
Supply (120) won in sparkling fashion, failing 
by only one-fifth second to equal the track 
record which Trumpery had set a year previ- 
ously in the first running of the same feature. 
Starting from well outside, Time Supply was 


away well, and remained in striking distance for 
the first half-mile. Sunrap (3-y-o, 95), coupled 
with Rosemont (118) as the Foxcatcher Farms 
entry, set a blazing pace for a quarter, then 
fell back, used up, as his stablemate went to 
the front. At the quarter-pole Rosemont led by 
a head, but Time Supply was now running 
strongly in second place. Under Tommy Luther’s 
urging, the Time Maker horse went to the front, 
bumped Rosemont on the turn, drew steadily 
out to win by a length. Rosemont continued 
gamely despite the interference, finished two 
lengths in front of Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Singing 
Wood (126), which had got into close quarters on 
the turn, but came well again under his weight. 
Fourth, a neck farther back, was Mrs. A. M. 
Creech’s Sound Advice (108), which had made up 
much ground in the stretch. The others were 
Special Agent (105), Pompeys Pillar (113), Pro- 
clivity (3-y-o, 100), Dartle (107), and Sunrap. 
Singing Wood was a slight favorite, with almost 
equal support going to the Foxcatcher Farms 
entry. The winner was fourth choice, at almost 
8 to 1. Time, :22%5, :4545, 1:1015, track fast. 
Stakes division, $4,475, $1,000, $500, $250.

Time Suppiy, winner of three stakes last year, 
had his most prosperous season in 1934, when he 
won the Narragansett Special and Bay Meadows 
Handicap, each with $25,000 added. The San 
Vincente Handicap was his first start in 1936. 
In all he has started 34 times, won 15 races, 
finished second five times, third three times, and 
has earned $98,475. Time Supply was the first 
foal by his sire. He and his dam were sold at 
the E. B. McLean dispersal sale in 1931 for 
$1,500, going to Willis Sharpe Kilmer. In 1933 
he was sold privately to Mrs. Carreaud for $5,000. 
Surplice won at three and four, placed in several 
stakes. She has also produced the winners Algol, 
Portsur, Crap Shooter, and Diane S. She was 
sister to the winner Sentry, and to the producer 
Faircingle, dam of the winners Taps and Single- 
stick. The fourth dam, Sultana, by Lexington, 
was a good stakes winner and producer. The 
sixth dam was Levity. 


AIRFLAME’S RECORD 


Last year Adolphe Pons had a yearling colt 
by Ariel out of *Fiamante, by Flamboyant out 
of *Flaminia, by Sunstar. The colt, no pre- 
possessing animal to begin with, developed a 
badiy turned foot and a habit of cribbing. Mr. 
Pons, familiar with the ways of buyers at auc- 
tion sales, knew better than to offer the young- 
ster at public sale and announce him a cribber. 
After considerab!e puzzling over what to do with 
a potential white elephant, he struck an agree- 
ment with Alfred Vanderbilt, who was to take 
an option on the colt and have him broken. In 
his trials, the ugly duckling showed promise of 
sprouting swan’s feathers, so young Mr. Van- 
derbilt exercised his option, named the colt 


Airflame, shipped him to California. 
At Santa Anita Park January 8, Airflame made 
his first start, won, was timed three furlongs in 
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3315 seconds, equaling the year-old world’s 
record for that distance. Last Saturday he made 
his second start, was made a 1-to-2 favorite over 
a field of good Santa Anita youngsters. Break- 
ing in front and staying in front, he zipped over 
the three furlongs in 33 seconds, setting a new 
North American record, which is also a world’s 
record, since few other racing countries trifle 
with three-furlong races. The electric timer 
gave the coit’s time as 33.08 seconds, confirming 
the stop-watch record of the time. 

Atoka, a 6-year-old, set three-furlong 
record at :33!5 at Butte, Mont., September 7, 
1906. The mark stood untouched for years, but 
the development of winter racing in the last few 
yaers has resu'ted in the record being peppered 
sharply by 2-year-old speedsters. January 30, 
1934, Idle Victory stepped the distance in :3325 
at Hia'eah Park. Last winter at Santa Anita 
Blind Barney went three furlongs in :3315, a 
record which was tied twice by the California- 
bred Atoel and once by Airflame this year before 
Airflame reduced it another fifth last Saturday. 


SANTA ANITA HANDICAP NOTES 

Chief trials under silks during the past week 
was that of Head Play, which finished last in a 
five-horse race, under 124 pounds. The My Play 
horse apparently lacked the speed to keep up. 
The winner, West Main, went the seven furlongs 
in 1:23%5, but will remain one of the extreme 
outsiders for the big event, as will Tick On, 
which was second, keaten by a nose. Time Sup- 
ply, Singing Wood, and others contested the San 
Vincente Handicap an account of which appears 
elsewhere in THE BLOOD-HORSE. Discovery turned 
in good works during the week, going a mile and 
a quarter in 2:07 under wraps January 21, com- 
ing out for a public trial January 25 and running 
the mile in 1:36, with 125 pounds up.: Fractions 
were :23, :46%5, 1:1045, Cavalcade also worked 
well. On January 19 he did a mile in 1:3745 
under a strong hold, two days later went nine 
furlongs in 1:58%5, and on January 24 went a 
mile in 1:3625, with 118 pounds in the saddle. 
Whereas Discovery was whipped away from the 
gate, and had a running mate at the start, Cav- 
alcade went along by himself, never urged. The 
son of *Lancegaye had the fastest last quarter, 


the fractions being :2325, :47, 1:1135. The last 
quarter, in consequence, was run in :2445, as 
against Discovery’s final quarter in :251!5. On 


January 27, Cavalcade was out again, going nine 
furlongs in 1:5845. It was announced January 21 
that Becfsteak was out of the race, announced 
January 23 that he was in again, as an injury 
received when he struck himself healed more 
rapidly than was expected. The 10-year-old 
Naishapur, however, was definitely out, and ru- 
mors were that Singing Wood would not start. 

Top Row worked three-quarters in 1:16 on 
January 24, after having gone five furlongs in 
1:02%, four days earlier. Head Play on January 
27 went a mile in 1:38. Ladysman turned in a 
good mile in 1:393; on January 20, did an easy 
six furlongs January 22 in 1:12%5 with consider- 
able left, and on January 27 did five furlongs in 
75935. Hirst Minstrel worked twice, going a 
handy mile in 1:4025 on January 21, a half in 
:46', on January 28. Other works of note were 
Thursday’s breezing five furlongs in 1:05, 
“Flamenco’s seven furlongs in 1:30, eased up, 
Rosemont’s six furlongs in 1:141'5, doing little 
more than galloping, and Thursday's effortless 
three-quarters in 1:19. 


BOOKMAKERS ARRESTED 

When Bernard Cohen, Los Angeles, and Wil- 
liam Cabibi, Hollywood, were arrested at Santa 
Anita Park on January 20, they raised to 169 
the total arrests made by inspectors of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board at the Arcadia track 
during the current meeting. Both men, after 
pleading guilty to charges of bookmaking in 
police court, were fined $100 and given a one- 
vear sentence, suspended on condition that 
neither should show his person in Arcadia during 
that time. Many of the arrests made have been 
on bookmaking charges; others were for touting, 
attempting to forge pari-mutuel tickets. 


DEAD HEATS 

The second dead-heat of the year came at 
Santa Anita January 18, when, in the last race, 
Cc. A. Peck’s Impeach and Mrs. A. Wise’s Chief 
Almgren finished on even terms. Four days 
later came a comparative novelty of the Ameri- 
can Turf, when Phil T. Chinn’s Orthodox and 
Iron Mountain Stable’s Golden Ivy finished in a 
dead-heat for second money. All three of the 
current year’s dead heats have been run at Santa 
Anita, where the finishes are photographed with 
a high speed camera which makes 100 pictures 
a second as the horses approach the finish. 


RUBIO DESTROYED AFTER SPILL 

Rubio, an 8-year-old from the T. C. Worden 
Stable, stumbled going into the turn at Santa 
Anita January 1, fell with Buddy Haas. Over 
him fell Euxine, ridden by Ralph Stoddard. 
When the field had passed, Haas got to his feet 
with only a shaking up, ran to assist Stoddard, 
who had suffered a broken collar bone. Rubio, 
led from the track with a broken shoulder, was 
destroyed. Euxine, uninjured, got up and fin- 
ished the course. 
MRS. E. M. HECTOR DIES 

Mrs. E. M. Hector, first woman trainer to be 
licensed in Texas, died at Arcadia, California, 
January 20. Mrs. Hector, a sister to Bennet 
Creech, was buried at the Creech home at 
Hopkins, Mo.

HIALEAH PARK SUSPENSIONS 

WNER Benjamin Davidson, Brighton, Mass., 

and Trainer Thomas Hurley were arrested 
in Miami January 25, following conviction by 
Hialeah Park stewards of administering caffeine 
to Pay Rack, entered at Hialeah January 24, but 
ordered scratched after an examination had dis- 
closed stimulation. A. J. (Jack) Cleary, steward 
representing the Florida Racing Commission, 
had confessions from both men, signed in his 
presence, newspaper accounts of the affair said. 
Owner Davidson admitted bringing the caffeine 
from Boston January 9, delivering it to his 
trainer. Hurley admitted giving caffeine to Pay 
Rack at Tropical Park January 11, again Jan- 
uary 24. After a test on January 11 showed 
positive results, Dr. J. G. Catlett, in charge of 
saliva tests, and Steward Cleary worked quietly 
on the case, waited for Pay Rack to come up 
again. Deputies from the office of Sheriff Cole- 
mane made the arrests, working with officers of 
the racing commission.

HIALEAH PARK 
NSEASONABLE rain gave 
muddy racing strip through most of the 

past week, but Saturday, January 25, the rather 

quick-drying oval was fast again, and a good 

Saturday crowd was present. The Hialeah 

Stakes, which featured the program, went un-

expectedly to J. U. Gratton’s well named Grog, 
with the more highly considered *Crossbow II 
finishing fourth. Other Florida Derby hopefuls 


which performed well during the week were J. 


C. Palmer's Rosselli, a *Traumer gelding, and 
G. D. Widener’s Play Chance, which won, re- 


spectively, the first and second divisions of the 
one-mile Delray Purse, for 3-year-olds, on Jan- 
uary 21. Rosselli’s time was the more impressive, 
as he went the mile in 1:37!5, while Play Chance 
got up with a powerful stretch run to cover the 
distance in 1:3835. 

Growing also in interest is the Widener Chal- 
lenge Cup, with $10,000 added this year, and ap- 
parently destined to be Hialeah’s most important 
race in coming meetings. Hal Price Headley’s 
Whopper, which won a close decision over E. F. 
Seagram’s Stand Pat in the six-furlong Inaugural 
Handicap, won the one-mile overnight handicap 
which was the secondary attraction last Satur- 
day, covering the mile in 1:36%5, not hard 
pressed. Both Whopper and Stand Pat are 
entered for the one-mile Miami Beach Handicap 
which will be the stakes feature of February 1, 
and also for the nine-furlong Joseph McLennan 
Memorial Handicap on February 22. 

Hialeah Park is apparently having a fairly 
prosperous season, despite reduced tourist popu- 
lation in Miami. The track has gained consider- 
ably by placing a service charge on passes, this 
source of revenue yielding $2,218.25 during the 
first four days of racing. Turf writers in the 
Miami section attribute the lighter tourist trade 
this winter to high rentals and a general ten- 
dency to raise prices to something more than 
the traffic will bear. Many Florida visitors have 
in consequence gone to the west coast of the 
state this winter, or to California, where the 
same condition does not yet obtain. 

Miami authorities have been attempting to put 
the “lid” on some of the gambling establish- 
ments in the city, and on January 23 raided two 
downtown places, in which more than 2,000 pa- 
trons were found. Both contained elaborate 
bookmaking services, as well as roulette wheels 
and the like. Operators mingled with the crowd, 
and police had some difficulty in separating them. 
A highlight of the raid was the arrest, by a 
Miami police officer, of an out-of-town detective 
who had followed a suspect into one of the es- 
tablishments just before the raid. The suspect 
escaped. 


GROG’S HIALEAH STAKES 

First test for 3-year-olds at Hialeah Park was 
the Hialeah Stakes ($3,500 added, six furlongs), 
run January 25, and attracting eligibles for the 
Florida Derby which will climax the racing at 
the Miami course. Most of the public support 
went to Calumet Farm’s *Crossbow II (120), 
which had won his first start of the year a week 
previously. The favorite cou'd do no better than 
fourth, nowever, and second and third choices 
finished in the ruck, while two outsiders battled 
for the lead through the entire race. At the 
start W. C. Stroube’s Bay Bubble (111), a daugh- 
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ter of Bubbling Over, shot into the lead, with 
J. U. Gratton’s Grog (116) in closest pursuit. 
At the quarter-pole the filly was leading by a 
half length. With an eighth to go the Hard 
Tack colt had cut the margin to a head, and in 
the final dash succeeded in getting to the front, 
winning by a neck. Both had stood long drives 
in game fashion. Johnny Gilbert’s alertness in 
getting to the inside with Grog when Bay Bubble 
swung out on the turn was largely responsible 
for the result. Third, a length behind the leaders, 
was Wheatley Stable’s Faust (111), the Diavolo 
colt having bettered his position steadily after 
a slow start. Gaining steadily was *Crossbow II, 
though the Crusader colt had been outpaced in 
the first furlongs. He finished fourth, a neck 
behind Faust, and behind him came Higher Cloud 
(116), Don Creole (116), Dnieper (120), Microbe 
(114), Stubbs (111), Empty Bottle (116), and 
Lancewood (116).

J. E. Widener, head of Hialeah Park, has in- 
structed Starter George Cassidy to ban the use 
of twitches and tongs on unruly horses at the 
start of races at the Miami track. Poor post 
actors will be started outside the stalls. 


PASS SHOT LOSES PURSE 

P. F. Ratti’s Pass Shot, which won the seventh 
race at Hialeah Park January 20, was deprived 
of the purse after a protest by Trainer F. W. 
Hannon that the winner had carried weight for 
i 4-year-oid instead of for a 5-year-old. The 
purse consequently went to the runner-up, J. T. 
Libby’s Jezreel, trained by Hannon.

makers were reported, however. On January 20 
the San Antonio Light published news of a 
somewhat astonishing compromise, by which the 
tracks employed a number of men from local 
kookmaking establishments, as pari-mutuel 
clerks, on condition that the books close for the 
meeting. The bookmakers were running, despite 
this, under a system whereby all money bet on 
out of state tracks was held, all money bet on 
races at Alamo Downs was sent to the track. A 
few days later a rift had apparently developed, 
as the track suspended nine pari-mutuel clerks 
on the ground that the books they represented 
were not closed. Places mentioned were the Turf, 
Embassy, Elks, Navarro, Derby “Clubs.”’ Nothing 
was said concerning Sheriff Albert West’s vigor- 
ously announced crusade against bookmaking. 

Newspapers also suggested something be done 
about the bumper crop of touts, and on January 
26 a concerted drive against these was begun. 
No estimate of the “deported” group could be 
given, but one ring, 17 strong, was ejected from 
the track. 


RACING SUSPENDED AT DALLAS 

Reports from Arlington, Texas, on January 22, 
said that racing at the Dallas Fair Grounds 
would be indefinitely suspended, as the result of 
an agreement between operators of that track 
and of Arlington Downs. This arrangement will 
result in longer spring and fall meetings at the 
Arlington course, with the Dallas track closed 
indefinitely. The two tracks are only a few 
miles apart. Arlington Downs, now scheduled 
for a 21-day meeting opening March 26, will ask 
for a longer meeting, of thirty-odd days, and the 
fall meeting, to be run in connection with the 
Texas Centennial, will be of similar length. The 
Waggoner brothers, Paul and Guy, are planning 
a special race for the spring meeting, designed 
to attract top handicap horses, and a general 
purse advance is in prospect, reports say. 
HOUSTON STAKES LISTED 

Five stakes events, all for 3-year-olds and up, 
have been announced for the spring meeting at 
Houston, which opens February 29 for 21 days 
of racing. The Texas Centennial Handicap, to be 
run on the last day of the meeting, March 24, 
is the richest, being endowed with $2,500 added; 
other events have $1,500 in added money. The 
stakes:

LOUISIANA 
FAIR GROUNDS 
AIN on the morning of January 25 cut the 
Saturday crowd at the Fair Grounds some- 
what, caused numerous scratches, and though 
the last two events had large fields, the others 
were contested by from six to eight entries each. 

Principal success of the day was that of C. 
Trout, who saddled four of his own horses for 
the first four races, won three and finished second 
in the other. In the day’s feature, a $1,000 over- 
night handicap, he sent out two horses, saw them 
finish second and third. This gave him a rec- 
ord for the day of six starters, three winners, 
two seconds, and a third, with a total of $1,510 
in purse money. 

Jockey F. Polk had the mount on the three 
winners, on one of the horses which finished sec- 
ond. Claiming events made up most of the rest 
of the program, with prices running in the 
cheaper divisions. One allowance race, for 3- 
year-olds, and won by Troutt’s Palm Island, a 
Baldpate colt, also was on the card. 


RULINGS 

For foul riding January 21, S. Erwin was 
suspended 10 days, and on January 25, for the 
same offense, Joe O’Malley was suspended for 
a like period. Willie Lowe was suspended 10 days 
for foul riding January 27, and Francis Polk, 
now leading the jockey list, was fined $15 for 
fighting in the jockey room. 


NEW JERSEY 


PARI-MUTUEL BILL UP AGAIN 
HE more or less perennial pari-mutuel bill 
will be introduced into the New Jersey Leg- 
islature during the present week, according to 
reports from Trenton. It will go first to the 
Senate, where it is reported that the 15 necessary 
favorable votes are assured. 

According to New Jersey law, an amendment 
must pass two successive legislatures, then be 
submitted to the electorate. In 1934 a pari-mu- 
tuel biil passed both branches, but in 1935, after 
the assembly had passed the measure, the Legis- 
lature adjourned without approval by the sen- 
ate. Hence the present bill must pass both 
houses this year, pass both again in 1937, and 
then be submitted to a referendum, making legal 
racing in the fall of 1937 probably the earliest 
prospect for New Jersey. However, a_ special 
session called after the present Legislature ad- 
journs could pass the measure, and a State-wide 
vote in 1936 is not impossible. 


MASSACHUSETTS 

AGAWAM PLAN U NDER CONSIDER: ATION 

UDGE George C. Sweeney, of Boston, will 

hear a plan for reorganization of Agawam 
Park, to be presented in his court February 10. 
After the hearing an adjustment of credits of 
the association will be heard and passed on. 
After the close of the Agawam meeting in 
October, it was reported that about $70,000 was 
owed horsemen in unpaid purses, and a consider- 
ably larger sum is still due on the construction 
of the racing plant. 


THE preferred list was placed in operation at 
Hialeah Park January 27, following a petition 
of horsemen.

KENTUCKY 

DATES OF KENTUCKY TRACKS 

ENTUCKY’S Racing Commission will meet 

at Louisville February 1 to allot dates to 
major Kentucky tracks. It is expected (though 
there is no authoritative commitment) that 
Keeneland, new Lexington track, will ask for an 
1l-day meeting, running from April 11 to April 
23. Churchill Downs will request 19 days, from 
April 25 to May 16. The second Saturday of the 
meeting, May 2, has been set for the running of 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Latonia will ask for a shorter meeting than 
was held last year, with 25 or 31 days in prospect. 
The Latonia meeting will open May 23, run to 
June 30 or July 7. Repeal of the sales tax auto- 
matically makes operative the former $2,500 
daily tax at Latonia and Churchill Downs, and 
Latonia officials give this as the reason for re- 
questing a shorter meeting. 

Whether Keeneland will be a part of the 
spring racing picture in Kentucky this year is 
still a doubtful matter. Work on the new no- 
profit track at Lexington was proceeding satis- 
factorily until a few weeks ago, when the most 
severe winter weather of many years halted 
most of the activities, frosted the hopes of many 
who were looking forward to a revival of racing 
at the seat of the country’s leading Thorough- 
bred-producing section. This week, in the midst 
of the coldest weather central Kentucky has 
experienced in the twentieth century, even the 
optimists were beginning to fear that Keeneland 
would not be able to open in April. 

DOG RACING BILL 

Under the romantic pretense that $1,500,000 
would be added to the common school fund of 
Kentucky, State Senator John T. Murphy, Cov- 
ington, proposed January 28 to introduce into 
the Kentucky Legislature a bill legalizing dog 
racing. The bill provides: a state tax of 3 per 
cent on money wagered at dog tracks; a tax of 
15 per cent of admissions, or 10 cents per ad- 
mission, whichever is greater; additional taxation 
not exceeding $50 daily by cities or towns in 
whose corporate limits dog tracks are run; local 
option by counties on permission of dog racing; 
posting of bond by track operators of $100 for 
each racing day; fines of from $500 to $1,000 
daily for unauthorized meetings; 85 per cent 
Kentucky residents to be employed at tracks. 

Senator Murphy’s last previous prominence 
came last spring when Governor Laffoon left 
the state. Acting Governor A. B. Chandler at 
once decided to honor Ohio requests for the 
extradition of Murphy, long wanted in that 
State on charges relating to the improper ad- 
ministration of a minor’s estate. Governor 
Laffoon’s hurried return to Kentucky prevented 
extradition. 


RACING COMMISSION 

When it was reported that Latonia had de- 
ferred its application for dates pending appoint- 
ment of a new racing commission, Gov. A. B. 
Chandler pointed out that while resignations of 
the present commissioners had been requested 
and received, they had not yet been accepted, 
and the old commissioners were consequently still 
in office. Governor Chandler resolutely said 
nothing concerning possible appointment of a 
new commission; rumors from Frankfort men- 
tioned Judge C. W. (Timmie) Hay as a prohable 
member of the new commission, indicated that 
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William Smith and Sewell Combs, now on the 
commission, would be retained, as would Secre- 
tary Thomas R. Underwood. 


HAMILTON APPLEGATE RESIGNS 

Hamilton C. Applegate, for 30 years a racing 
figure, and until recently treasurer of Churchill 
Downs, has resigned his position this year, it 
became known after a meeting of the Churchill 
Downs officials last week. Roger Sullivan, 
treasurer of Latonia, was elected to succeed him. 
During the early years of his affiliation with the 
Louisville Jockey Club, Applegate ventured into 
ownership, and saw his silks carried to victory 
in the Kentucky Derby by Old Rosebud, which in 
1914 set a record for the event which held until 
Twenty Grand’s Derby in 1931. 
DEATH OF DR. D. A. PIATT 

News was received in Lexington January 19 
of the death of Dr. D. A. Piatt, a brother of 
Thomas Piatt, master of Brookdale Farm. Dr. 
Piatt, who practiced veterinary surgery in Lex- 
ington for a number of years, had for some 
time made his home in Birmingham, Ala. He is 
survived by his wife and four children. 


HEALEY ILL IN LEXINGTON 

Thomas J. Healey, principal trainer of the C. V. 
Whitney racers, underwent a minor operation 
at St. Joseph’s Hospital, Lexington, last week, 
and is now convalescing there. He expects to 
leave for a vacation in Florida as soon as his 
health permits. 


MARYLAND 


PIMLICO STAKES ANNOUNCED 
OUR stakes have been announced for Pim- 
lico’s 16-day meeting which opens April 29, 
with the Preakness, with $25,000 added, heading 
the list. Chief difference from last year’s stakes 
is the fact that the Dixie Handicap, to be run 
May 9, has been increased from $5,000 to $10,000 
added, and it is hoped that the best of the handi- 
cap division will be represented in the nomina- 
tions. Pimlico officials have also decided on a 
$1,200 purse daily, instead of the $1,000 off-day 
features formerly offered.

N. A. S. R. C. MEETING 


ALTER H. DONOVAN, president of the 

National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, announced in Miami January 21 that 
the summer meeting of the national association 
would be held this year in Detroit, on dates yet 
to be determined. In 1935 the summer meeting 
was.held at Providence, R. I. Texas, Rhode 
Island, and Michigan issued invitations for the 
summer meeting this year. 

Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE published a list 
of 14 resolutions adopted by the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners in 
session at Miami. A communication from the 
office of President Donovan received last week 
includes two additional resolutions formally ap- 
proved by the association, recommending: 

That each racing commission consider more carefully 
the application of trainers and jockeys for licenses, 
and that the president appoint a committee to consider 
the best procedure in the way of establishing a national 
examining board to pass on the application of trainers 
and jockeys for licenses. 

The idea of a national board for the scrutiny 
of license applications is a long-pursued will-of- 
the-wisp. The commissioners’ decision to consider 
whether such a thing can exist came about after 
Preston M. Burch, of the American Trainers’ 
Association; Thomas C. Worden, of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Owners’ and Trainers’ Associa- 
tion; and Tom Thorp, well known as a track 
official and executive, had given enthusiastic 
approval to such a plan. 

That any owner, trainer, jockey, or other person 
suspended or set down for any infractions of the racing 
rules, laws, or regulations, shall be denied admission 
to all race tracks, courses, and enclosures during the 
term of the suspension. 

In adopting the above recommendation to the 
individual state commissions, the national con- 
ference followed the lead of Herbert Bayard 
Swope, who stated that the New York commis- 
sion had requested The Jockey Club to formulate 
and adopt a similar rule. 


DEATH OF MRS. E. H. POOL 

Mrs. Kitty Lanier Pool, the former Mrs. Wil- 
liam Averell Harriman, died in a New York 
hospital last Friday, January 24, after an illness 
of several months. Mrs. Pool, who before her 
marriage was Miss Kitty Lanier Lawrance, was 
known for her love of the Thoroughbred and was 
conversant with pedigrees, training, and other 
aspects of the sport. 

When the stock of the late Major August Bel- 
mont was dispersed a dozen years ago, her hus- 
band, W. A. Harriman, purchased the racing 
stable, and when they were divorced in 1929 the 
good race horse Chance Play went to Mrs. Harri- 
man. She installed Chance Play in the stud at 
W. B. Miller’s Greenwich Stud and purchased a 
number of excellent mares, including the high- 
priced Mary Jane. (Among others she owned 
were *Flaminia and *Flamante, grandam and 
dam respectively of Airflame, which last Satur- 
day lowered the world’s record for three fur- 
longs. ) 

After Mrs. Harriman married Dr. Eugene H. 
Pool, a prominent surgeon, in 1932, she disposed 
of all her Thoroughbred holdings. Robert L. 
Gerry obtained Chance Play and moved him from 
the Greenwich Stud to his Aknusti Stud in New 
York. Mrs. Pool, who was in her forty-third year 
at the time of her death, is survived by her hus- 
band and two daughters. 
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LEADING SIRES OF 1935 


HE 20 leading sires of 1935 in North America, 
all monies counted, were announced January 

27 by Daily Racing Form. At the top of the list, 
for the first time, is Robert L. Gerry’s Chance 
Play, now standing at Aknusti Stud, near Delhi, 
New York. Chance Play’s get, headed by the 
2-year-old Grand Slam, won a total of $191,490, 
a fair increase over the $180,165 which enabled 
*Sir Gallahad III to head the list in 1934. Chance 
Play was thirteenth on the sire list in 1934. 
Mereworth Stud’s Display (like Chance Piay, 
a son of Fair Play), sixteenth in 1934, moved 
up to second place, with a total of $180,600 won 
by his get, of which Alfred Vanderbilt's Dis- 
covery was the most prominent. Third is *Sir 
Gal'ahad III, leader in 1930, 1933, and 1934. The 
son of *Teddy, standing at Arthur Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, near Paris, Ky., was within 
$2,000 of his 19384 total, his get having won 
$178,265. In England *Sir Gallahad III's get 
won £3,689, equivalent to $18,445, in first monies 
only. Gallant Fox, sired by *Sir Gallahad III, 
and also standing at Claiborne Stud, was fourth, 
with his second crop being 3-year-olds in 1935. 
Another Claiborne Stud stallion is in fifth place, 
this being Stimulus, which was fourth in 1934. 
Seventeen of the leaders sired winners of more 
than $100,000, as against five in 1934. The list:

The list of leading sires previously published 
by THE BLOOD-HORSE varies from the above be- 
cause of the fact that THE BLOOD-HORSE accounts 
for first monies only—which is the method al- 
most universally accepted outside the United 
States and France. Chance Play is the leader 
and *Sir Gallahad III is third in both lists, but 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE compilation Gallant Fox is 
second, Display fourth. Other differences occur 
further down on the lists. Two horses, Reigh 
Count and Pompey, are on the all-monies list 
of 20 leaders and not on the first-monies list. On 
the first-monies list and not among the leaders 
as compiled by Daily Racing Form are My Play 
(sixteenth) and *Sickle (twentieth).

SIRES OF DAMS OF WINNERS, 1935 


WO imported stallions, both now dead, stand 

at the top of the broodmare sire list for 1935, 
as compiled in the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
accounting for first monies only. The leader is 
*Wrack, which was destroyed last October at 
the Ellerslie Stud in Virginia, after the feebleness 
of old age had brought his long and useful 
career to a close. *Wrack, a son of Robert le 
Diable (Hampton line) and Samphire, by Ising- 
lass, had stood well up on the list for several 
years. In 1934 he was fourth; in 1933, eighth; 
in 1932, ninth. In 1934 the leading contributor 
to his total of $130,530 was Fleam, a daughter of 
Flambino. In 1935 it was Flambino which played 
the leading part in giving her sire, *Wrack, the 
place of honor among the broodmare sires, for 
in that year Flambino was represented by 
Omaha, the leading money-winning racer. After 
the 3-year-old champion, the most notable winner 
out of a daughter of *Wrack was the 2-year-old 
Mansco. 

*Light Brigade, second on the list, was fifth 
in 1934, fifteenth in 1933. The leading repre- 
sentatives contributed to 1935 racing by his 
daughters were Discovery and the 3-year-old 
Roman Soldier. High Time, only living stallion 
among the first six, reached a new high on the 
broodmare sire list by attaining third place, and 
Friar Rock, sire of the dam of the Futurity 
winner Tintagel, was fourth. 


Fair Play, which was the leader in 1934 and 
1931, and not lower than eighth place at any 
time during the last seven years, was fifth in 
1935, with Sweep sixth. Seventh was Man 0’ 
War, the youngest stallion among the 20 leaders. 
Broomstick, which has been the leader twice 
(in 1932 and 1933) and has been close up for 
years, was eighth. Absent from the list of 
leaders for the first time since his ascendancy 
was the name of *Star Shoot, which, despite the 
fact that he died in 1919, was the leader as late 
as 1929 and was in tenth place or higher up to 
1934.
